6. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record (EP-01 78804; US 5,726,646; and US 6,246,677)) fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the claimed an RF communication network for 
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communicating information comprising: a plurality of end point devices, each of the end 
point devices comprising: a receiver for periodically receiving a direct sequence spread 
spectrum signal from at least one of the plurality of remote receiving units; a decoder, 
the decoder using a spreading code and the received signal from the remote receiving 
unit to receive wake-up information and other data used to initiate a synchronous 
frequency hopping spread spectrum communication session with the remote receiving 
unit; and a transmitter for transmitting data on the frequency hopping spread spectrum 
signal to the remote receiving unit in combination with a plurality of remote receiving 
units, each of the remote receiving units comprising: a transmitter for transmitting direct 
sequence spread spectrum signals; and a receiver for receiving frequency hopping 
spread spectrum signals as claimed in claims 1,6,1 1 and 14.
